Chicago, Jan. 21 (AP).—The rail- 


way presidents came lorward today 
with the "important statistics" de- 
manded by union labor in support 
of the plea for acceptance of a ten 
per cent wage reduction. 


The. presidents asserted that the 


gross earnings of the railroads in 
1931 were 33 per cent less than in 
1929.

The union delegates had made

fog are advocated by the Keystone 
Automobile clUb.
